I'lTTsiu uG, June 29.— The ofl|eialB of 
tlie Amalgamated aBMH3iatisnir«re yes- 
t«rd*7 informed that "every man in the 

employ of the Carnegie steel •works at 
Homestea*! will be discharged on Jul v 1." 

Th(; Amalgamated officials who have 
taken every precaution possible to pre- 
serve the i)t>ace, and have advised the 
men af,'ainst nsing forcible means to gain 
their point, at once gave orders that the 
information sliould m guarded secretly 
until it is finally confirmed by the mem- 
bers of the tinn themselves. 

The story has it that at a special 
meeting of the officials of the Carnegie 
interentfi held yesterday, it was decide<l 
that every union man in the employ of 
the firm at the Homestead works, from 
the liighest down to the lowest laborer, 
will be paid off in full on July 1 and dis- 
charged at once. The present scale ex- 
jiires on tlie 'MHh inst., and it is asserted 
the firm lias determined to run the mill 
rion-niiioii thereafter. 

A nienilMT of the Amal!;ainrtted asso- 
ciation, iji speaking of the story, said: 
"We get our information that the men 
.are to be discharge<l direct from the 
throne, thoiii^li. of course, the Carnegie 
peojjle have not sent us official informa- 
tion to that effect. This is the surprise 
they have promised their men, and it 
certainly is startling, coming w^ith the 
color of antliority it has. The same 
gentleman says that notwithstanding 
the efforts that have Ix-en made to make 
everything appear i)eaceable, there is an 
undertone that is liable to burst forth 
like a volciino without a momenfi 
warning. 

Four more of the furnaces at Carne- 
gie, I'hijtps & Company's Homestead 
mills were banked ye.-.terday evening on 
account of the accidental burning of a 
boiler tuU^. The closing of these fur- 
naces comi)els the closing down of the 
blabbing and pljife niills. and one-half of 
the works are now idle, and a laryje 
number of workmen are out of employ- 
ment in coiiseciuence.. 

The animal repairin^^ has commenced 
at these works and the works will not 
be able to resume operations prior t<i 
July lo. About I..-1OO meohmlca are 
employed on the repairs. 

"The Carnegie Steel company, limit- 
ed," will be ilie name of the combined 
Caomegie associations on and after July 
1. It 18 Ijelieved but Httle interest will 
be taken in the iron ^cale. Said one of 
the officials yesterday: "The aim of the 
company is to tcet out of the iron bus 
iness. Steel is the thing we sliall handle. 
( )nr union mills alone will Ix? affected 
and the i>nd lling furnaces at these 
works aiv In ;:i>^ ^ra<lually abandoned. " 

The AmalKauiHted association officials 
are greatly elated over the leceipt of the 
signature of the National rolling mill 
and tul)e woi ks. of McKeesport, one of 
the largest in the United States, to the 
new scali". Tlie Oliver Iron and Steel 
company )ia.s also siLcned the scale. 

Tlie rejKirt that the Homestead em- 
ployes of ("arnei,ne, I'hijips & Company 
would \m' dis( liar;,'ed on Friday and new 
men hired in their places has just been 
offidally denied. 

THE BOXWELL LAW. 

Country Ludu anil L,«Hi-« Prove tli« 
Worth of tha Maaaura. 

Coi.fMiu's, O., June 29. — The so-called 
Boxwell law passed by the legislaturt; 
this year is jiroviiig to be immensely 
popular, as is shown by official docu- 
ments in the office of the state oommis- 
Bioner of schools. 

This law, briefly stated, paoridee for 
the higher education of country boyH 
and girls. Connty school examiners aro 
autliovized to hold e.\aiainations of pn' 
pils of suh-distiic ts and sjieclal districts 
on the first Saturday of Ainil and ilay 
of each year with a view to determine" 
the fitness of pupils desirous of doing sn 
to enter high schools, and the board of 
education of the district in which pupils 
redds are authorized to pay the tuition 
of such pnpils in the high edhooia. 

Some oonnties did not pay any atten- 
tion to the law thia year. No examina- 
tions were held in Brown, Co8ho<'ton. 
Darke, Franklin, Gleanga, Harrison. 
Licldng, Logan, Maiion, Monroe, Puc- 
nam, Shelby or Union counties. Re- 
turns so far made, however, indicate 
that 2,131 pnpils of country district 
schools offered themselves for examina- 
tion, of whom 1,}J41 were found to be 
qualified for admission to the high 
schools. 

This clearly indicates the desire of the 
country boys and girls to obtain more 
IflvrrlTllg than that which is afforded by 
the cross-roads knowledge factory and 
may result in the law being amended as 
many say they would like to have it 
amended, so aa to make it compulsory 
on the district school l)oards to pay the 
tuition at the nearest high school in the 
cowty of aU who desire to attend and 
piM tM reqoired examinaticm aa to flt- 
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•tale 



Under the old laws no provision was 
mad* f6r tha aittMidance pf country chil- 
dren at high schools, and if they entered 
them thejr had to pay tl^eir own tuition. 
Edncaton from all sections of the state 
are giving •ntinudastic approval to the 
law and its author, Mr. Boxwell, the 
Warren county renraaentstiTe, may 
properly f eel proud of it 

Nbw 0I|LEAN8, June 20.— The general 
assemUy has pissed a bill whereby lot- 
teries will not be allowed in the state 
after Dw ;!1 1S93. The act exempts 
from its operations th« prMOium hcoid 
drawing of the city.

The platform ojiens by approvin{; the 
Minneapolis ])latforni and the renomina- 
tioii of rie>ideiit Harrison. It says: 
"The administration of the naticmal 
povernnieTit under his leadersliip has 
been markcrl by such wisdom and 
patriotism as to imjiress the whole coun- 
try and jiTive abundant assuraiu e that 
its ( uiitinuance will add luster to the 
Anierican name and increase ths OOim- 
fort of the American home."' 

The Minneapolis nominees are then 
endorsed: debt and Democracy are de- 
clared to be Hynonymous tenns, and the 
DeUKKTatic inHuagement of state affairs 
denounced as improvident and calcu- 
lated to involve the state in hopeless 
debt and im])air the credit of the itste 
unless checke<l. 

The platform denounces the new 
Democratic tax law as imposititc on the 
fanner, lalinicr anil honsehnliler an nti- 
just share of public burdens, demands 
its radical. revision and pledges the Re- 
publican pait>- to enact such a tax law 
as will relieve the farm and the liom« 
from the nnjii-t ta.xation now imposed 
on them and place a .iiist shareeBMp- 
ital and turporate iirojierty. 

The last legislature is (•haMre<l with 
increasing ties and salaries of .-itate ami 
court ufhcers; again denounces the con- 
gressional and leKislative gerrymander: 
denounces the declaration of Dt'niocracy

inK.

Enactment railroad safety car coupler 
demanded; organization of lalK)r ap- 
proved; the generous pension laws of 
Kepulilican congress are conimended.

favor of establishment of a state soldiers' 
heme. 

A tribute is paid to the memory of 
the late (iovernor Alvin 1'. Hovey, and 
spniiathy tendered to Bi:iine luid his 
family in their affliction. 

There was great cheering at the refer- 
ence to Hanition imd the epigram that 
"debt and Democracy are synonymous 
tenns;" but most vociferous aiiplause 
greetetl the pension plank and the de- 
claration in favor of a state soldiers" 
home. When the name of Blaine was 
reacheil in the sympathy resolution the 
convention broke into wild cheering, and 
it was some timelMfore the reader oonld 

proceed. 

The roll wan then called for nomina- 
tions for Kovernor. Judge Hadley, <jf 
Danville, Hendricks county, nominated 
Ira J. Chase. There were five seiond- 
ing speeches. The [irincipal ones being 
made bv Congre.ssman ('lieatlle and 
Charles 1>.

Work of the Xatloaal Prohibition Con- 
vention at Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati, June 29.— General John 
Bidwell, of CaUfomia, who was a con- 
gressman from that state away back in 

the sixties, will be the standard bearer 
of the national Prohibition jiarty in the 
coming campaign. The Vxiom for Will- 
iam Jennings Demorest. of New York, 
whose candidacy has been actively pro- 
moted throughout the country for sev- 
eral months, appean to have petered 
out, and the Caiifomlan'a nomination is 

claimed hy his fi iends on the ftrit ballot, 

if not by acclamation. 

For the second idace Joshua Levering, 
a wealthy IJaltimore coffee merchant, 
and (pf local note as a jihilanthropist, is 
in the lead, with Henry Clay Bascom, 
of New York, and A. A. Stevens, of 
Pennsylvania, following dose l>ehinil. 

Yesterday wii.'~ a warm day amotiK the 
Prohibiti(»iii^ts. and the white haired 
and spectacled ilele;;ates are bemoaning 
the fact that the deiieneratinf,' influences 
( t modern jiolitical method.^ have crept 
in anioti'i the followers, and tliat the 
good (lid times wlien the delegates sang 
temjieraiK e liyinns to camp meeting 
tunes and di'^cussed the availaiiility of 
candiilates without heat or passion or 
personal vitn]>eration have gOCMperluqiM 
to return no more. 

The contest of the opposing? factions 
wiis inannurated almost immediat,ely 
upon the arrival of the New York dele- 
gation. It liad been confidently expect- 
ed by the scatteriiiK Demorest following 
from other states tliat this delegation 
would l)e solid for the New Yorker, but 
much to their ilismay and chagrin, it 
was very sjieedllj- developed that be had 
but :<ii out of the IIU, and that the ma- 
,1onty were either for Bidwell or on the 
fence. 

If the minority was small, however, 
it was active, and it bron^ht in its 
train a goodlj' .sized contiufient of young 
political workers, who lost no tune in 
K'oing into the thick of the fray. They 
decorated themselves with biulges; scat- 
tered litho;^!aplis of their candidate 
ri^lit and left, and then proceeded to 
visit the variou> heaibpiarters. not s(j 
niucli to sound his praises as to decry 
the opiiosition. 

The I'.idwell sujiporters. however, re- 
fused to retuni the fight with the same 
missiles. They contented themselves 
with the declaration tliat the i)arty did 
not want a man who sought the office — 
that the office should .seek the man, and 
that Demorest, in their opinion, was in- 
cajiacitated in many ways from being 
Considered a- an available nominee.

into by Mr. Ve^t, Democrat, of Mis- 
souri, there was an exchange of person- 
alities as to the resjiective interests of 
Chairman Campbell, of the Republican 
committee, and Mr. Whitney on the 
Democratic side, in trusts, the resolu- 
tion lieiiig finally laiil over. 

The consideration of general appiO> 
nriation bills was then resumed, Mr. Al- 
lison, chairman of tli(? couimittee on ap- 
propriations, remarking that he ur^ed 
the senators to gfve all the time possible 
between now and Thursday for their 
consideration. 

The agriiultural appropriation bill 
was passed with an amendment, and. 
after some discii.ssion on the legislative, 
executive and judicial appropriation bill, 
the senate, at 5:30, iid,iourned. 

Yesterday was soldiers' day in the 
house, the committee on invalid pen- 
sions being accorded the floor. For the 
first time this ses.'^ion the war veterans 
had a hearing, the bills lieing passed to 
pension army nurses now without means 
of supptnt. who served for aiz months 
in caring for and nursing the sick and 
wounded: to provide a pension of 
per month for non-iipecitic disabilities 
and the bill to remove the disabilities of 
those who participated in the relielliOD, 
and who have since enlisted in the navy 
or army of the United States and hi- 
come disabled. Mr. Meredith, Demo- 
crat, of Virginia, opiniseil the former 
bill on the ground that these nurses had 
already been paid and should nOt be 
further rewarded. Mr. Hmith, Repub- 
lican, of Illinois, eulogised women in 
general and the noble nurses in par- 
ticular, who worke<l so zealously during 
the war. His philippic excited consider- 
able laughter aixl enlivened an other- 
wise dull session. The house then ad- 
jotimed. •

Two oth« 
firemen In tiie haeement were stunned 
by the report and ahnoat suffocated, 
l)eing resetted only with the greatest 
difiiculty.

The Kensington Reform Club of Phila- 
delphia, eompoeed entirely of woolen 

workers, presented a. petition to Congress 
April 0, 1802, ill which they exposed

pet mea^■^re, the McKiiiley hill. 
•' "The fiuhhurn perversity and dishon- 
esty of the protectiuiii.-ts,'" they say,
